This letter is in response to your December 9, 2018 request under the Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552, to the Department of Veterans Affairs (VA), Veterans 
Health Administration (VHA) Central Office FOIA Office in which you requested all emails, 
memoranda, IMs, text messages, and any other electronic storage media between the following 
individuals regarding discussions and exchanges on Office of Information Technology;

My office received your request on December 10, 2018. 

On December 19, 2018, you provided clarification to include the search terms of “Office 
of Information Technology (OIT); Human Capital Management; Valman Cummins; John Oswalt; 
Susan Perez; Joe Angelo; Job Series 0304; HRMACS (Human Resources Management and 
Consulting Services); Position Classifications (PDs) and Job Rescinded. 

The FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(A)(4)(a)(ll), places all FOIA requesters in one of three 
categories for fee purposes. The three categories of FOIA requesters are commercial use 
requesters; educational institutions, noncommercial scientific institutions, and representative of 
the news media; and all other requesters. I have determined your request as an “all other” 
request. VA FOIA implementing regulations found at 38 C.F.R. §1.561 state that the requester 
will be charged search fees for all time spent searching for responsive records, except the first 
two hours of search time are fee and for the cost of reproduction of the records only, excluding 
the charges for the first 100 pages. 38 C.F.R. § 1.561(d)(2) states when a duplication fee 
applies, the FOIA Officer will charge a fee of 15 cents per one-sided page for a paper photocopy 



of a record and for other forms of duplication, including electronic copies, the FOIA Officer will 
charge the direct costs of that duplication. 38 C.F.R. § 1.561 (e)(5) states whenever a total fee 
calculated under (d) of this section is less than $25, no fee will be charged. Moreover, the “all 
other” requester will be charged the cost of searching for and the cost of reproduction of the 
records even if there is ultimately no disclosure of records. 

My determination to classify this request as an all other requester is based on the 
information provided within your FOIA request in which you indicate the requested documents 
will be made available to the general public and this request is not being made for commercial 
purposes. Based upon this information, it should be noted that merely making the information 
received available to the public (or others) is not sufficient to qualify as a news media requester. 
See Nat’l Sec. Archive, 880 F.2d at 1386 (finding that “making information avaiiabie to the 
public...[is] insufficient to establish an entitlement to preferred [fee] status”). 

The estimated fees associated with processing your request is $1,585.92. Enclosed is a 
copy of the fee invoice for providing the requested information for all emails, memoranda, IMs,

In accordance with 38 C.F.R. §1.561(l)(2), when a FOIA Officer estimates that a total fee 
to be charged is more than $250, the FOIA Officer may require the requester to make an 
advanced payment of an amount up to the amount of the entire anticipated fee before beginning 
to process the request.
